O ne o f the Men Who Handled the 
Money Confessed to Double Dealing 
With Hi* Fellow Boodlers—Another 
Tells of Receiving $250 For His Vote. 


Pittsburg. April 5.—Many council­ 
men who heretofore have made brave 
appearance and have 
gleefully an­ 
nounced ‘‘T hey’ve 
nothing on me,” 
changed their tunes when they ap­ 
peared for trial before Judge Frazer 
aud practically fell over each other In 
their efforts to plead nolo contendre, 
or no defense. Five men pleaded thus, 
several stuck to their original stories 
that they had not received a cent of 
bribe money, among the latter being 
Dr. W alters, a member of Mayor Ma- 
gee’R cabinet, while sixteen failed to 
show up in court and 
attachm ents 
were issued for them. 
Among these 
were R epresentative C. C. Schad, who 
later came in and explained that he 
had been detained. He intends to fight 
the charge. 
The surprise cam e when Hugh Fer­ 
guson, 
C harles 
Stewart and P. B. 
Kearns, handlers and distributors of 
the corruption fund, threw them selves 
upon the m ercy of the court. 
Kearns 
went through a grilling at the hands 
of Judge Frazer and Assistant D istrict 
Attorney Richard Martin, who made 
him acknowledge 
before a crowded 
courtroom that not only had he given 
money to certain fellow members of 
councils, but that he had held out 
upon 
other 
m embers and used the 
money intended for them for his own 
benefit. 
Told of Double Dealing. 
Kearns was forced to tell of his 
double dealing before some of the verv 
men from 
whom he had 
withheld 
money and who, after he had finished 
his confession, shook him by the hand 
and 
thanked hint “for taking their 
money and keeping them out of the 
present bribery m ess.” 
F. X. Stressley, another of the self- 
confessed bribetakers, told how the 
money had been delivered to his home 
at midnight, and had been received 
by his wife. 
He kept it for months 
"not knowing from where it cam e.” 
but eventually used the $250. which 
was for his favorable vote on the bank 
depository ordinance, to open a bank 
account for his daughter. Judge Frazer 
made him resign from councils and 
then postponed sentence. 
Brennan Causes Halt. 
In making the fight for his client, 
Kearns, A ttorney W. J Brennan caus­ 
ed a sensation by attacking the valid­ 
ity of the counellntsnic Indictm ents 
upon the ground that Foreman H arri­ 
son Nesblt is not a qualified elector 
of this district. 
Until three m onths 
ago Nesblt was a national bank exam­ 
iner, and Brennan contended his home 
was in W ashington. Judge Frazer took 
the m atter under advisement. 
IsM-al law yers are almost a unit in 
declaring that Brennan’s point Is not 
well taken, and that even though the 
contention is good law It will hav e 
little effect, as th e men who have en­ 
tered nolo contendre pleas did so upon 
m agistrates’ informations and before 
Indictm ents 
had been found, while 
those who are fighting the cases may 
be reindicted by another Jury through 
entirely different witnesses. 
After Men Higher Up. 
District Attorney Blakeley is In New 
York 
working personally upon evi­ 
dence by which he may make sure of 
the conviction of the men “higher tip." 
He Is not expected home until Wed­ 
nesday, and it is not likely that any 
presentm ent 
will 
be made 
by the 
grand jury tint ll that time. 
Assistant District Attorney Seymour 
had Councilman Bader make a state­ 
ment to tile effect that he had been 
misquoted when he is alleged to have 
said he was not guilty, but pleaded 
“no defense” beeotise he was without 
money with which to fight the case. 


Agreement With B. A O. Enginemen. 
Baltimore. April 5 —Officials of the 
Baltimore Ar Ohio 
railroad, it 
was 
learned, have reached an agreem ent 
with the com m ittee representing the 
enginemen employed on Its lines over 
the demands of the men for higher 
wages.

INDIANA TARIFF FIGHT 


Republican Convention Likely to Con­ 
tain No Indorsement of Law. 
Indianapolis, April 5.—If the friends 
of Senator Albert J. Beveridge have 
their way in the Republican conven­ 
tion which will nam e a state ticket 
no mention will be made in the plat­ 
form of the Payne-Aldrich tariff law 
or of the county local option law. 
These questions have caused party 
leaders deep concern during the last 
several days.

While there Is a considerable sen­ 
tim ent among the delegates for an in­ 
dorsem ent of the tariff law, there was 
a disposition on the part of the stand­ 
pat Republicans not to make a fight 
on the floor of the convention against 
the report of the com m ittee on reso­ 
lutions, which probably will contain 
no mention of the measure. 


GIVES $14,000 TO COLLEGE 


Charlet Mosser Contributes Land For 
Muhlenberg “Prep" School. 
Bethlehem,. Pa., April 5.—A gift of 
$14,000 to M uhlenberg college was an­ 
nounced by Rev. W. D. C. Kelter, sec­ 
retary of the board of trustees, who 
has his official residence here. 
The 
donor is C harles 
Mosser, a 
prominent citizen of Allentown. The 
money will be devoted to the purchase 
of the land adjoining the college, upon 
which it is proposed in the near fu­ 
ture to erect a new preparatory school. 


PUT UP $5000 TO 
KILL GRADY BILL 


New York Insurance Probe Ex­ 


poses Recent Transaction. 


New York. April 5.—Five thousand 
dollars was spent in 1909 by th e New 
York Board of Fire U nderw riters to 
crush the so-called “anti-com pact” bill 
introduced in the state senate by Sen­ 
ator Thomas F. Grady, the Tammany 
legislator. The late George P. Sheldon 
received the money from the board 
and distributed it as he saw fit. 
Whom he paid for services was not 
brought out in the testimony. 
It was 
developed, however, that In addition 
to the $5000 used to defeat the Grady 
measure, the board spent $3500 during 
the same session to kill the liquida­ 
tion hill, which gave power to the 
superintendent 
of 
insurance, 
under 
certain conditions, to take possession 
of and liquidate insurance companies. 
How it was distributed could not be 
learned. 
E. H. A. Correa, vice president of 
the Home Insurance company, was the 
witness through whom Superintendent 
Hotchkiss brought out the testimony 
concerning the Grady measure. 
He 
tried hard to show th at William H. 
Buckley, the lobbyist, had received the 
$5000 or a part of it from Sheldon, but 
was unable to do so. 
But he did establish that after the 
legislature adjourned Buckley went to 
Europe and returned on Aug 30. The 
next day Sheldon Issued a hurry call 
for a meeting of the laws and legisla­ 
tion com m ittee of the underw riters’ 
board. 
Inside of two hours after he 
called th# com m ittee the meeting was 
held and Sheldon’s bill for $5000 for 
“legal services, clerical hire and other 
expenses’* was approved. 
The next 
day Sheldon put the bill through the 
finance com m ittee of the board. 


NO DECISION IN U. S. SUITS 


Supreme Court Fails to Make An­ 
nouncements In Givernment’s Cases. 
W ashington, April 5.—The supreme 
court of the United States failed to 
announce any decision in the Stand­ 
ard Oil suit, the Tobacco suit or th 
corporation tax rases.

Bees are diminutive creatures, but 
collectively they are a very consider 
able factor in the business and com 
merce of the country. Late statistic* 
show that the boney and wax Indus­ 
try of the United States bas so annual 
value of $25,000,000, while It Is esti­ 
mated that the capital invested In the 
business totals $100,000,000. The num­ 
ber of those who keep bees and pro­ 
duce boney for market !u any quantity 
is placed at 275,000. while the number 
of those who keep a hive or two to 
supply sweets for the family is very 
Urge. These are the tangible assets 
of the bee business. Another service 
bees render doubtless far in excess of 
the value of the boney they produce la 
that of the fertilizing of many varle- 
tlea of fruit blossoms, vegetables, cer­ 
tain clovers and alfalfa. 


In spite of the statement to often 
made that there will he a serious over­ 
production of apples lf the planting of 
new orchards continues at the present 
rate there seems to be slight ground 
for apprehension in view of the sta­ 
tistics of apple production for the past 
fourteen years. 
This cry of overpro­ 
duction was raised as long ago as the 
fifties and sixties, but the dire prophe­ 
cy has never materialized. In spite cf 
the rapid Increase of population there 
has been a marked decrease in apple 
production during the past fourteen 
years, doubtless largely due to inroads 
of insects aud fungous pests, exhaust­ 
ed soils, unfavorable climatic condi­ 
tions aud genera) carelessness and neg­ 
lect

Home, April 5.—King Victor Km 
mamie! received Theodore Roosevelt 
at the Quirinal, and the visit afforded 
opportunity for another exhibition of 
public admiration for the former pres- 
!d( nt and the popular interest In his 
every movement, loiter Mr. Roosevelt 
dined with the king at the palace. 
The hour of his reception 
being 
known, a large number of persons had 
gathered to greet him on his way from 
the hotel to the royal palace. 
\s he was alighting from his (a r­ 
riage 
the Quirinal. the cuirassiers 
forming the bodyguard of the king 
gave him a military salute. 
A footman in blue velvet knicker­ 
bockers and red coat covered with 
gold lace preceded Mr. Roosevelt to 
tin* 
antecham ber 
of 
his 
majesty, 
where lie was received by Hear Ad­ 
miral Oarelll. aide on duty; Count 
Tozzoni and Duke Cito, masters of cer­ 
emonies. 
Immediately the guest was escorted 
to the door of the kings apartment, 
which was thrown open, revealing his 
majesty 
standing 
with 
arms 
out­ 
stretched and with a smile upon his 
lips, 
Bls words of welcome, in ex­ 
cellent English, were 
most cordial. 
King Victor and Mr. Roosevelt shook 
hands heartily, the monarch inviting 
the former president to sit at his side. 
The door of the apartment was then 
closed and the two remained in private 
conversation for afaint threequarters 
of an hour. 
Mr. Roosevelt. It is said, expressed 
bls pleasure In again meeting his ma 
jesty, following the short Interview 
they had a year ago at Messina on the 
battleship Re Cmberto. 
The king said he had been waiting 
with great Interest the ntijrn of the 
ex-president, as he desired to hear 
from his own lips the report of his 
\frl< an adventures, which his majesty 
had followed closely. 
Mr. Roosevelt gave a brief account 
of his shooting experiences, and ex­ 
pressions of friendship on behalf of 
their respective 
countries were ex­ 
changed. the Italian sovereign reiter­ 
ating his admiration for America. 
After the audience Mr. Roosevelt 
•‘ald the king had been so gracious 
and flattering both to him |>ersonally 
and to his country that he felt he 
should not make public anything of 
their conversation 
The formalities of the 
reception 
over, King Victor personally conduct­ 
ed Mr. Roosevelt to the hall of the 
palace and showed the hunting tro­ 
phies of his father and grandfather. 
When the time (ame to say go/>dby 
his majesty invited Mr. Roosevelt to 
drive with him. 
From the Quirinal 
Mr. Roosevelt 
drove to the 
Pantheon, the temple 
erected by Vgrippa. son in law of Au­ 
gustus. This spot is sacred, as It con­ 
tains the tombs of Raphael. King Vic­ 
tor Emmanuel ll. (the "Father of His 
fou utry”) and of King Humbert. 
At the entrance Mr. Roosevelt was 
•»aluted by veterans of the wars of 
italian Independence, who for thirty- 
two years have guarded night and day 
the tomb of their chief. 
The guest shook hands with each of 
the veterans, congratulating them on 
their honorable duty, and saying that 
he had wished not to leave Rome with­ 
out paying a tribute to the memory of

placed upon the tombs of Victor Em­ 
manuel ll. and Humbert. 
A pleasing incident at the Pantheon

"I believe that the Catholics here 
will take that view of the matter. 
Catholics are a very liberal minded 
set of people. I do not think they will 
>/itlcise Mr. Roosevelt for his action 
f hardly see how any bad feeling could 
arise.

Rogers, 
of New York, was shot to death at 
Stapleton. S. I., in 19oti. 
The would-be kidnapers drove their 
automobile to the side of the board­ 
walk and quickly alighting, accosted 
the little boy’s nurse and endeavored 
to wean the lad away from her. The 
colored girl. suspecting that something 
was wrong, and having been frequent­ 
ly warned by her mistress to be care­ 
ful of strangers approaching the child, 
hurried her charge away from the two 
men, who. Anding th*dr plan sus[»eet- 
ed nnd not wishing to attract the at­ 
tention of strollers on the boardwalk, 
Jumped into their machine aud were 
soon lost to view. 


Mother Lives In Fear. 
Upon arriving at the Spier home, on 
Eighth avenue, the girl told the story 
to Mrs. Spier, who said she had not 
authorized any one to call for the lit­ 
tle boy on the boardwalk and take 
him to ride in an automobile, as the 
two men pretended she had. 
Mrs. Spier was much wrought up 
over the occurrence and consulted Po­ 
llee Chief William H Smith, who ad 
vised her to keep quiet until some 
clew could be obtained. 
Mrs. Spier 
decided to make the facts public, hop 
Ins it might frustrate any other de 
sign upon her boy. 
Ever since the* death of her husband 
Mrs. Spier has been living in constant 
fear. 
She moved from Stapleton to 
Asbury Park, nnd for the past three 
summers has occupied a pretty little 
bungalow at Como, where abe felt un 
der less rcstrainst. 


Receives Many Threats. 
Threats, she says. have been made 
against her own life and that her child 
would be taken from her. These she 
has received In different forms, from 
tim e to time. nnd she has been con­ 
stantly on her guard.

T hird.—Some vegetables, such as po­ 
tatoes and corn, are rich in starch and 
when eaten with the protein foods, 
such as meat, fish and eggs, serve to 
balance the diet. 
Preparing Vegetable* For the Table. 
All green vegetables should be fresh 
and crisp when put on to cook. If for 
any reason a vegetable has become soft 
or withered it should be soaked in very 
cold 
w ater until It again becomes 
plump and crisp. All vegetables should 
be thoroughly cleaned before cooking. 
Cabbages, 
cauliflower 
and 
brussels 
sprouts should be soaked, heads turned 
down, in cold, salted w ater to which a 
few spoonfuls of vinegar may be add­ 
ed. 
If there are worms or bugs in 
the vegetable they will crawl out in 
half an hour or a tittle longer. 
To be cooked properly vegetables 
require rapid cooking until tender. 
Salt Is usually added to the w ater be­ 
fore the vegetable Is put in, except in 
the case of potatoes, which are better 
lf salted just before draining. 
It is 
always better to cook vegetables un­ 
covered, as this allows the escape of 
gases formed in the cooking. 
If these 
are retained they give the vegetable a 
strong odor and flavor and are some­ 
times found to be Injurious. 
We all 
know that cooked cabbage seems to 
be more difficult to digest than when 
eateu raw. 
This Is because the kettle 
is generally kept closely covered and 
the gases do not escai>e. Cabbage con­ 
tains a relatively large am ount of sul­ 
phur, which makes It Indigestible and 
will cause flatulence when Improperly 
cooked. 
It Is one of the most useful 
vegetables, being available alm ost any 
season of the year, when other green 
vegetables are difficult to procure. 
It 
Is therefore worthy of care in its 
preparation to suit It to the individual 
tastes and appetites. 
The quickest 
and sim plest methods of cooking it are 
the best. 
It requires plenty of boiling 
water, a hot fire to keep the w ater 
bubbling all the time and thorough 
ventilation, that the strong smelling 
gases may be carried off in the steam. 
Young cabbage will cook In twenty- 
five minutes. 
Late In the season it 
will require at least forty minutes. 
Overcooked cabbage Is dark colored, 
has a strong flavor and Is a cause of 
digestive disturbances. When the cab­ 
bage hns been cooked until tender It 
may !>e served with only butter and a 
seasoning of pepper, or either of the 
following sauces: 
3aucs No. 1. 
One cupful of cream, one teaspoon­ 
ful of salt, one-eighth teaspoonful of 
pepper, one tablespoonful of flour, one 
tablespoonful of butter, one egg yolk 
and 
four 
tablespoonfuls of cheese. 
Melt butter, blend with dry Ingre- 
d ten ta; add cream. Cook until m ixture 
thlckena and pour gradually over egg 
yolks. Add grated cheese and allow to 
melt.

lemon juice or vinegar, three teaspoon­ 
fuls of W orcestershire sauce and one 
tablespoonful of chopped pimento or 
red pepper.

When kept In a closely covered 
vessel or allowed to cook in unbroken 
skins they will become soggy and dark 
mid have a rnuk flavor. If put on lo 
cold wafer or allowed to cook slowly 
so as to become w ater soaked the pota­ 
toes will be moat unpalatable.

vegetables are more (topular or more 
delicious than a |>otato properly baked, 
while one that is heavy, watery or 
baked until the skiu Is thickened and 
toughened is sufficient to cause dissen­ 
sion iii the family circle. 
For baking select medium sized po­ 
tatoes. scrub well and dry them.

Uncle Sam Tells How to Cst Rid of th# 
Multitudinous Gormand. 
The departm ent of agriculture has 
just issued a bulletin by Ned D ear­ 
born, assistant in the biological survey, 
which tells farm ers how they may rid 
their premises of the English sparrow, 
which has been inspected aud con­ 
demned as a nuisance, though some 
good points, notably th at of destruc­ 
tion of obnoxious Insects, are adm itted 
In Us favor. 
Mr. Dearborn says the sparrow ’s nat­ 
ural diet consists of seeds, though It 
eats a great variety of other foods. 
The English sparrow seems to be the 
champion bird gormand and thief. 
It 
even steals houses made for the good 
Girdles. 
It destroys small fruits, such 
as cherries, grapes, pears and peaches. 
It nips off tender garden vegetables as 
they appear above ground. 
“The evi­ 
dence against the English sparrow Is 
overwhelming.” continues Mr. Dear- 
horn, who offers these suggestions, 
among others, for Its exterm ination: 
The most effective method of pre­ 
venting the increase of sparrow s iii a 
locality is to destroy their nests ut in­ 
tervals of ten or twelve days through­ 
out the breeding season. 
By a con­ 
certed and continued movement to de­ 
stroy every nest after the eggs are laid 
English sparrows In any locality may 
be gradually reduced without resorting 
to shot or poison. 
Prelim inary 
to the following de­ 
structive m easures sparrow s should 
be baited until they are attached to 
the spot selected for their execution, 
leeds, grain or waste from the table, 
if supplied regularly, will soon estab­ 
lish a feeding place. If a general cam ­ 
paign is to be undertaken enough such 
feeding places should be m aintained 
to attract to them practically all the 
English sparrow s in the neighbor­ 
hood. This eau easily be done In win­ 
ter when fiHsl Is scarce. 
A fter thus 
baiting the sparrow s they may be 
trapped or shot. 
T raps alone are Inadequate to exter­ 
minate sparrows, hut a redaction of 
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H ERE are three main reasons 
for cooking—viz, (I) to develop 
flavors and make foods more 
palatable, (2) 
to make some 
foods more digestible and (3) to kill 
genus. 
As a rule, simple methods for 
preparing foods are preferable because 
they preserve the original flavor. Veg­ 
etables, which will form the principal 
subject of this article, are better when 
cooked simply w ithout the accompani­ 
ment of other Ingredients. 
lu cooking any food the first great 
essential to success Is to be accurate 
In method. 
Accuracy in measuring 
and 
combining 
ingredients 
with 
a 
knowledge of the effect of heat ou dif­ 
ferent food materials, combined with 
interest in the task, can almost always 
lie relied upon to insure a successful 
finished product. 
Indeed, It can be 
safely stated that there is no such 
thing as luck lu cooking. 
Success de­ 
pends upon n knowledge of certain 
physical 
aud 
chemical 
phenomena 
which always occur under certain con­ 
ditions. 
It Is Ignorance of or lack of 
attention to these underlying principles 
which results In so many unsatisfactory 
sud Indigestible dishes being served on 
our tables. 
Composition of Vsgstablss. 
There are a variety of food mate­ 
rials which cannot be classed as nutri­ 
tious, aud yet they have a distinct 
value in the diet. For instance, fresh 
fruit and vegetables are not especially 
nourishing as far as making blood and 
muscle and giving bent and energy are 
concerned, but both should be given an 
Important place in the dally bill of

birds are taken alive, an old door or 
sim ilar device may be employed as a 
deadfall. 
Hparrows are accustomed to feed In 
close flocks, and when thus assembled 
a large num ber can be killed by a 
charge of No. IO shot.
